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DANISH  NUMISMATICS 


Jprgen  Somod 


Look  at  a map  of  Europe.  North  of  Germany  is  a 
peninsula  and  some  islands.  That  is  Denmark.  We  have 
our  own  language.  Of  course  you  have  heard  about 
Denmark.  Hans  Christian  Andersen  was  a Dane.  The 
discover  of  electromagnatism,  H.  C.  0rsted,  was  a 
Dane.  He  was  also  the  first  who  manufactured 
aluminum.  The  philosopher  S0ren  Kierkegaard  was  a 
Dane.  The  discover  of  speed  of  light,  Ole  Rpmer  was  a 
Dane.  And  I am  a Dane. 

Coin  collecting  started  here  in  the  middle  of  the  17th 
century.  The  universal  collectors  would  also  have  coins, 
mostly  antique.  King  Frederick  III  (1648-1761)  began 
coin  collecting  by  looking  at  different  gold  coins  in  the 
treasury  and  assembled  them  as  a collection,  which 
became  part  of  the  national  coin  and  medal  collection 
in  Copenhagen.  With  the  king's  interest  in  coins,  he  let 
several  medalists  make  the  most  beautiful  dies  for 
thalers  in  silver  and  ducats  in  gold.  The  collection 
should  now  be  among  the  six  best  collections  in  the 
world.  The  other  five  are  in  Berlin,  London,  Paris,  Saint 
Petersburg  in  Russia  and  Vienna. 

The  first  catalog  of  Danish  coins  was  a 1670  catalog  of 
the  Johannes  Mule  collection.  It  was  not  a large 
collection,  but  there  were  so  many  top  rarities,  that  it 
now  would  be  impossible  to  make  a similar  collection. 

Ten  years  later,  in  1680  came  the  first  printed  plate 
showing  coins.  It  was  in  a book  about  a former  king, 
Frederick  II  and  it  showed  his  coins  and  medals.  It  also 
illustrated  many  super  rarities.  One  of  them  is  quite 
interesting.  It  is  counterstamped  which  makes  it  possible 
to  detect  which  among  the  three  present  known  pieces 
was  used  for  drawing  on  the  copperplate. 

In  1696  came  a large  folio  catalog  written  in  Latin  of 
the  royal  collections,  Museum  Regium.  Half  of  the 
catalog  described  coins  and  medals  with  many 
copperplate  illustrations  of  the  pieces.  It  was  a 
glorification  of  the  absolute  monarchy.  An  enlarged 
suppliment  was  issued  in  1699.  More  scientific  work 
was  done  by  Thomas  Bartholin,  who  in  1701  published 
a book  in  Latin  about  medieval  coins.  Then  in  1 7 1 0 came 
a new  enlarged  issue  of  Museum  Regium. 

In  the  1 8th  century  we  had  several  important  collectors. 
They  were  found  among  both  the  nobility  and  the 
citizens.  We  know  of  their  collections  from  auction 
catalogs  that  have  been  preserved.  A coin  collector  at 
that  time  collected  coins,  tokens,  medals  and  banknotes 


from  ancient  to  present  and  from  all  countries.  Of  course 
the  Danish  session  was  the  most  important,  but  the  real 
collector  should  have  everything  represented.  Some  of 
the  18th  century  catalogs  contain  information  which 
make  them  neccessary  today  if  you  want  to  understand 
the  coinage  of  former  times. 

First  of  all,  coin  collecting  was  in  the  1 8th  century  a 
royal  hobby.  Most  European  kings  collected  coins  and 
tried  to  impress  each  other  with  their  collections.  It  is 
these  collections  we  now  find  as  the  different  state 
collections.  In  1791  after  50  years  preparation  an 
elephant  folio  two  volume  work  was  published  with 
descriptions  of  all  Danish  and  Norwegian  coins  and 
medals.  Volume  I contains  the  text  and  volume  II  is 
about  350  copperplate  illustrations.  It  is  a fantastic  work. 
We  remember  that  Denmark  and  Norway  were  a union 
from  1380  until  1813. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  19th  century  started  the  more 
serious  interest  in  ancient  numismatics  and  a three 
volume  catalog  of  ancient  coins  in  the  royal  collection 
was  published  by  Christian  Ramus. 

Many  new  hoards  of  medieval  coins  gave  a better 
knowledge  of  that  part  of  our  coins  and  the  description 
of  these  coins  in  the  big  catalog  from  1791  was  now 
out  of  date.  A new  catalog  of  medieval  coins  was 
prepared  by  Christian  Ramus  and  Ole  Devegge,  but  the 
book  was  never  finished.  The  work  stopped  in  1835. 
Some  of  it  was  printed  and  a few  copies  of  the  printed 
pages  came  out  to  a few  collectors  more  than  30  years 
later. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  19th  century,  most  collectors  still 
collected  the  world.  It  was  ancient  and  European 
medieval  and  modem  coins  including  the  medals. 
Oriental  and  American  coins  were  not  collected.  I do 
not  know  if  they  were  considered  vulgarian  or  barbaric. 
Many  of  the  best  19th  century'  collections  were  made 
by  people  employed  at  the  king's  coin  collection. 
Internationally  the  most  well  known  is  Christian 
Jiirgensen  Thomsen.  Archaelogists  all  over  the  world 
remember  him  as  the  man  who  divided  antiquity  into 
the  stone  age,  bronze  age  and  iron  age.  The  publication 
of  his  coin  collections  came  out  in  seven  volumes. 
(Catalogue  de  la  collection  de  monnaies  de  feu  Christian 
J.  Thomsen)  Until  20  years  ago  it  was  common  to  see 
the  catalog  of  his  Roman  coins  used  as  a general 
reference  catalog.  After  recent  translation  from  French 
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into  English  of  the  medieval  coin  catalogs,  this  three 
volume  work  is  now  the  bible  for  all  collectors  of 
European  medieval  coins. 

In  the  second  part  of  the  19th  century  most  the  important 
collectors  only  collected  Scandanavian  coins.  From  that 
time  we  also  know  a lot  of  the  collector's  international 
connections.  Many  rare  coins  were  bought  at  the 
auctions  for  foreign  museums  and  foreign  collectors 
bought  rare  coins  from  their  countries.  The  Danish 
collectors  bought  Danish  coins  from  all  over  the  world. 

At  the  end  of  the  century  there  was  in  Copenhagen  a 
small  numismatic  community  with  many  specialists 
who  began  publishing  numismatic  books.  One  of  them, 
Peter  Christian  Hauberg,  was  employed  at  the  national 
coin  collection.  Personally  Hauberg  was  the  owner  of 
the  absolutely  best  collection  of  Danish  medieval  coins. 
In  the  years  from  1 884  to  1 906  he  published  books  about 
the  Danish  coins  and  coinage  from  the  earlist  times  and 
until  1481.  (Danmarka  myntvaesen)  The  parts 
containing  the  coins  until  1241  are  still  used  as 
reference.  The  plates  from  these  two  books  have  been 
reprinted.  Hauberg's  work  on  the  coins  from  1241-1377 
had  only  a few  coins  pictured.  Collector  H.  V.  Mansfeld- 
Btlllner  published  plates  of  the  same  coins  arranged 
after  the  theories  of  Hauberg.  Hauberg  got  furious,  but 
it  was  the  Mansfeld-Bullner  book  and  the  M-B 
numbering  all  collectors  including  Hauberg  himself 
used.  The  M-B  book  is  out  of  date.  We  know  of  many 
errors  but  no  one  has  given  us  another  work  about  our 
coins  from  1241-1377  which  still  are  cataloged  with 
M-B  numbers.  The  M-B  book  has  been  reprinted  several 
times. 

Maybe  the  only  collector  we  in  Denmark  always 
remember  not  to  mention  without  his  title  was  general 
C.  T.  Jprgensen.  He  published  in  1 888  a type  catalog  of 
the  Danish  and  Norwegian  coins  from  1448  until  1 888. 
( Beskrivelse  over  danske  M0nter  1448-1888)  Bank 
notes  were  also  included  in  the  catalog.  This  catalog 
became  very  popular  and  many  collectors  collected  after 
Jprgensen.  His  friend  Vilhelm  Bergs0e  made  a catalog 
of  Danish  medals  from  1789-1892.  This  top  quality 
book  was  reprinted  in  1978. 1 doubt  if  anyone  now  or 
in  the  future  will  try  to  make  another  catalog  of  these 
medals.  In  1895  Vilhelm  Bergspe  came  out  with  a 
combined  standard  catalog  and  auction  catalog  of  the 
coins  from  the  Danish  possession  Tranquebar  in  India. 
For  many  years  his  catalog  was  out  of  date,  but  after 
detecting  more  than  one  hundred  forgeries  made  in  the 
first  part  of  the  20th  century,  researchers  have  found 
the  old  catalog  useful  again.  The  same  Vilhelm  Bergspc 
also  collected  coins  from  overseas.  That  is  (for  us) 
America,  Africa,  Asia  and  Australia.  This  collection  was 


sold  at  Schulman  in  Amsterdam  in  1903  and  among 
collectors  and  researchers  of  Carribean  and  South 
American  coins,  this  catalog  is  just  as  important  as  the 
catalogs  of  the  Fonrobert,  Ulex  and  Guttag  collections. 

One  more  collector  from  the  end  of  the  19th  century 
who  should  be  mentioned  here  is  Ludvig  Bramsen. 
Known  all  over  the  world  is  the  three  volume  catalog 
of  his  collection  of  coins  and  medals  from  the  time  of 
Napoleon. 

For  us  living  now,  the  end  of  the  19th  century  stands  as 
the  classic  time  for  collectors  who  could,  would  and 
did.  They  fought  to  get  the  rarities.  They  collected  the 
strange  minors,  the  tokens,  the  bank  notes  and  the 
medals.  They  collected.  Not  for  investment,  but  because 
they  were  collectors. 

With  a new  century  came  a new  generation  of  collectors. 
There  were  many  collectors,  but  the  medals  and  the 
bank  notes  got  more  or  less  uninteresting.  To  collect 
tokens  was  unworthy.  It  was  the  coins,  just  coins  and 
nearly  all  collected  only  Danish  coins.  Very  few 
collectors  were  specialists  and  often  top  rarities  could 
be  purchased  at  a favorable  price.  In  this  time  the 
collector  H.  H.  Schou  preparred  his  description  of 
Danish  and  Norwegian  coins  1448-1923.  ( Beskrivelske 
af  danske  og  norske  M0nter,  1448-1814,  og  danske 
M0nter,  1815-1923 ) Twenty  thousand  coins  were 
cataloged  including  very  small  varieties.  When  it  was 
published  in  1926  it  represented  the  highest  numismatic 
science.  For  cataloging  coins  it  is  still  the  best  reference. 
For  scientific  use,  it  is  now  worthless.  We  need  other 
kinds  of  informations  than  mentioned  by  Schou. 

An  important  reference  work  is  the  catalog  of  the  L.E. 
Bruun  collection.  More  than  20,000  Scandanavian 
coins,  medals,  tokens  and  banknotes  are  cataloged.  He 
died  in  1923,  but  the  collection  is  saved  until  2023.  To 
understand  how  important  that  collection  is,  shall  only 
be  mentioned,  that  the  auction  1925  of  his  duplicates 
was  the  biggest  auction  in  this  century! 

Axel  Nielsen  with  one  book  and  Julius  W.  Wilcke  with 
seven  books  gave  us  the  history  of  the  coinage  1481- 
1914,  but  it  was  more  the  economic  history  than  the 
numismatic.  Wilcke  was  a fanatic  coin  collector.  And 
an  employee  at  The  Royal  Coin  and  Medal  collection 
in  Copenhagen,  Georg  Galster  wrote  1936  a new  book 
about  the  Danish  medals  before  1788.  Now  it  was 
necessary  to  use  the  old  elephant  folio  catalog  from 
1791.  A Danish- American  O.  Blom  Carlsen  gave  us  in 
The  Numismatist  a cataloging  of  coins  and  tokens  from 
Iceland,  Greenland,  and  Danish  West  Indies.  Collector 
Christian  Funck-Rasmussen  wrote  an  updated  catalog 
with  the  coins  from  Tranquebar.  ( Beskrivelske  of  danske 
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Monter  fra  Trankebar,  1620-1845)  No  one  knew  that 
most  of  the  former  unknown  coins  were  modem 
forgeries. 

Just  before  WWII  an  employee  at  The  Royal  Coin  and 
Medal  Collection  J.  0strup  wrote  an  important  book 
about  early  arabic  coins,  of  which  many  are  found  here. 
Because  of  the  war,  the  book  was  never  distributed.  1 
don't  know  what  finally  happened,  but  the  book  is 
extremely  rare. 

Like  many  other  countries  we  had  a shortness  for  minor 
coins  during  WWII.  Firms,  small  shopkeepers  and 
private  people  issued  their  own  encased  postage  stamps. 
The  numismatists  found  it  uninteresting,  but  philatelist 
Carl  Lund-Jensen  catalogued  this  emergency  money. 
A collector  and  later  coin  dealer  Johan  Christian  Holm 
made  updated  catalogs  of  coins,  notes  and  tokens  from 
Greenland  and  Faroe  Islands.  And  the  same  Johan 
Christian  Holm  issued  in  1959  the  first  catalog  for 
collectors  of  the  newest  coins.  That  was  1848-1947. 
( Danske  Monter  1848-1947 ) It  had  no  prices.  Prices 
were  something  you  could  find  in  a stamp  catalog,  not 
in  a coin  catalog.  Around  the  end  of  the  sixties  prices 
were  included  in  the  coin  catalogs. 

In  1964  came  the  present  standard  catalog  of  Danish 
and  Norwegian  coins  from  1541  to  present.  It  is  a type 
catalog  and  journalistic  state  of  numismatic  knowledge 
at  that,  written  by  Holger  Hede.  ( Danmarks  og  Norges 
mbnter,  1541-1814-1963 ) Mostly  it  was  built  on  H.  H. 
Schou,  Axel  Nielsen  and  Julius  Wilcke.  Much 
information  from  Schou's  unpublished  preliminary 
work  was  published  here.  Unfortunately  much  of  the 
information  was  fifty  years  old  and  unrevised.  Schou 
began  1448  and  Hede  1541.  In  this  way  came  a gap  in 
our  catalogs  from  1448-1540.  As  a youth  I wrote  such 


a catalog  and  published  it  on  my  23rd  birthday  in  1967. 
Five  years  later  Georg  Galster  wrote  a similar  catalog 
beginning  in  1370's  and  with  that  important  coin  history, 
which  I in  my  young  age  not  was  able  to  write. 

In  1980 1 wrote  a book  about  coins  and  tokens  from  the 
Danish  West  Indies.  I now  have  updated  the  sections 
with  counterstamps  and  tokens  and  just  now  are 
translating  them  into  English  for  publication  in  the 
United  States. 

Finn  Grandt-Nielsen  wrote  an  important  book  about 
the  extremely  rare  private  notes  from  the  Napoleonic 
wars.  A book  about  official  bank  notes  presented  by  a 
group  came  some  years  ago,  but  in  the  book  there  are 
so  many  pieces  unlisted,  that  it  should  be  left  out  from 
mention  here.  Frovin  Sieg  is  working  on  a complete 
catalog  of  the  bank  notes.  Except  from  a recently  issued 
work  on  Danish  official  award  medals  by  Lars 
Stevnsborg,  no  general  work  has  been  done  on  modem 
medals  in  this  century.  Since  1972  a lot  of  small  catalogs 
of  different  kinds  of  tokens  have  been  issued,  but  still 
thousands  of  tokens  are  unlisted  and  only  fragmentary 
information  about  their  history  has  been  issued.  People 
interested  in  tokens  all  know  that  I have  developed  in 
my  computer  a 1000  page  manuscript  with  catalog  and 
history  of  our  dear  tokens. 

Preliminary  work  on  new  catalogs  of  our  coins  are  done 
by  Sven  Aagaard  and  me.  With  die-links  he  moves  older 
coins  into  other  groups  and  in  this  way  created  "new" 
types.  I more  discuss  off  strikes,  which  have  been  or 
still  are  a numismatic  garbage  can,  and  declare  the  single 
piece  as  a coin  with  anew  denomination,  a coin  weight, 
a medal,  a presentation  piece,  a forgery  or  a trial  strike. 
This  work  has  just  begun  and  there  is  a long  time  to  the 
end. 


STANDARD  REFERENCES,  PART  I:  FINDING  HIDDEN  INFORMATION  ON  YOUR  COINS 

Bill  Yost 


"All  standard  references  are  not  created  equal."  New 
collectors  of  U.S.  large  cents  (or  any  other  series)  soon 
come  to  realize  that  "variety  is  the  spice  of  life." 

A collector  bidding  on  an  1817  large  cent  based  only 
on  the  fact  that  he  needs  one  to  fill  a gap  in  his  cabinet 
can  pay  too  much  for  the  piece.  More  likely,  he  will 
not  get  it  because  a collector  of  varieties  realized  the 
scarcity  of  the  piece  and  outbid  him.  Eventually,  our 
collector  friend  comes  to  realize  that,  although  he  may 
not  be  concerned  about  die  variety,  many  collectors 
are.  He  stands  to  make  more  informed  purchases  and 


bids  more  accurately  when  he  begins  to  study  these 
varieties. 

What  about  the  pieces  he  already  owns?  Most  collectors 
will  state  that  they  collect  for  enjoyment,  regardless  of 
whether  or  not  they  realize  a profit  when  the  time 
comes  to  sell.  But  how  many  wouldn't  cringe  just  a 
little  to  find  the  1839  large  cent  in  VF  they  traded  for 
one  in  AU  was  actually  an  1839/6,  worth  about  $2500, 
and  the  better  condition  piece  they  received  is  valued 
at  $500.  All  this  happens  because  our  friend  wasn't 
aware  the  "over  6"  variety  existed. 
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The  Questions 

Avoiding  monetary  loss  is  just  one  reason  standard 
reference  works  become  important  to  a collector.  To 
this  we  can  add  curiosity,  such  as  discovering  a die  crack 
and  wondering  how  it  got  there,  or  wondering  "Why 
does  Miss  Liberty  appear  slightly  different  on  one  half 
cent  than  on  another  of  the  same  year,"  or  "Why  does 
one  half  cent  have  12  stars  and  another  13  stars?" 

Answers  to  many  of  these  questions  can  be  found  by 
referring  to  a standard  reference  on  the  given  series. 
These  answers  can  be  intriguing  as  well  as  interesting 
and  many  times  lead  to  further  research  into  more 
specialized  publications. 

O.K.  So  we've  established  the  need  for  a standard 
reference  on  the  series  of  choice.  But  which  one?  There 
have  been  many  volumes  written  on  most  series  of  U.S. 
coinage.  Which  one  should  we  choose?  Even  after  we 
decide,  there  are  more  choices  to  make.  "Why  should 
I pay  $300  for  the  first  edition  of  a book  when  I can  get 
the  reprint  for  $40?"  or  "Why  pay  $600  for  a Special 
Edition  when  I can  get  the  standard  model  (without 
leather,  of  course)  for  $200?" 

The  Solutions 

These  are  very  good  questions  to  which  there  are  very 
good  answers;  after  all,  if  there  weren't  any  reasons, 
the  $300  and  $600  volumes  wouldn't  be  selling  for 
those  prices  now  would  they? 

In  this  series  of  articles  we'll  attempt  to  answer 
questions  such  as  "Just  what  constitutes  a standard 
reference?";  "What  makes  one  volume  worth  (or  not 
worth)  $600?";  and  "Do  I really  need  a first  edition,  or 
can  I make  do  with  a reprint?" 

We'll  cover  the  important  reference  works  on  a series- 
by-series  basis  and  throw  in  some  additional  volumes 
for  those  interested  in  more  extensive  research.  We'll 
also  suggest  some  auction  catalogs,  which  are  important 
research  tools  in  themselves,  for  many  of  the  coins  we 
cover. 

By  the  end  of  this  series,  we  hope  to  have  given  you 
the  information  needed  to  help  you  find  answers  to 
many  questions  that  arise,  whether  about  your  current 
series  of  interest,  or  one  yet  to  be  discovered. 

For  the  experienced  bibliophile,  much  of  this  is  "old 
news,"  but  who  knows?  There  may  be  a tidbit  or  two 
you  missed  along  the  path  to  knowledge  (or  something 
you  just  forgot  to  remember).  Besides,  everything  on 
T.V.  is  an  old  series  with  a new  name,  and  you  already 
read  the  most  recent  issue  of  The  Numismatist,  so  why 


not  stick  around?  At  the  very  least,  you  may  find 
something  to  disagree  with. 

Prior  to  delving  into  references  of  a more  specific 
nature,  there  are  a few  general  references  that  should 
be  mentioned;  therefore,  the  balance  of  this  first  part 
of  our  journey  shall  be  used  to  investigate  some  of  these. 

A Quide  Book  of  United  States  Coins.  (The  Redbook) 

This  little  book,  now  available  in  its  48th  annual 
edition,  was  written  by  R.S.  Yeoman  and  is  the  largest 
selling  book  in  the  history  of  U.S.  numismatics. 
Affectionately  known  as  the  "Redbook"  because  of  its 
red  cover,  it  is  basically  the  annual  retail  price  guide 
for  the  industry.  It  is,  however,  much  more  than  that. 
This  work  contains  an  immense  amount  of  information 
regarding  the  history  and  issuance  of  colonial,  state, 
and  U.S.  coinage.  Many  owners  of  this  book  never  look 
past  the  price  guide  it  contains,  which  is  unfortunate, 
since  reading  each  section  can  give  the  reader  a 
thorough  basic  education  in  the  entire  field  of 
numismatics  on  which  to  build. 

This  book  is  probably  responsible  for  getting  more  non- 
collectors interested  in  numismatics  as  a hobby  than 
any  other  publication.  Many  people  who  find  an  old 
coin  want  to  know  what  it  is  worth.  While  they  may 
not  know  it's  title,  many  have  run  across  the  Redbook 
once  or  twice  over  the  years  and  immediately  go  to  a 
bookstore  or  library  to  look  up  their  coin  and  determine 
it's  value.  They're  looking  for  the  little  red  book  their 
father  (or  grandfather,  or  uncle  or  someone  else)  used 
to  have.  It  is  probably  the  only  coin  book  in  the  library 
of  someone  who  is  not  actually  a collector. 

While  it  will  not  serve  as  a substitute  for  a specialized 
reference  on  any  given  series,  it  does  list  many  varieties, 
and  serves  very  well  as  a quick  reference  to  many  items. 
With  the  wide  acceptance  of  the  Redbook  by  collectors, 
a variety  listed  in  this  publication  becomes,  by 
definition,  a collectible  variety  since  many  collectors 
build  their  sets  based  on  these  listings.  Varieties  added 
to  certain  editions  of  the  Redbook  have  actually  created 
the  need  to  add  holes  in  various  coin  albums. 

If  your  numismatic  library  consists  of  only  one  volume, 
this  should  probably  be  the  one.  Recent  editions  can 
be  purchased  for  $3  or  $4  through  used  book  sellers. 
New  editions  retail  for  $10.95  in  hardbound.  The 
earliest  editions  are  collected  by  numismatic 
bibliophiles  trying  to  complete  a run  and  can  bring 
several  hundred  dollars  each,  depending  on  edition  and 
condition. 
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Walter  Breen's  Complete  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and 
Colonial  Coins. 

This  could  be  considered  the  "Godfather  to  the 
Redbook."  It  is  over  5 pounds  and  754  illustrated  pages 
of  useful  information.  The  late  Walter  Breen's  genius 
and  fame  for  retaining  information  makes  this  the  most 
detailed  single  volume  ever  written  on  U.S. 
numismatics.  Many  coin  collectors  refer  to  Breen"s 
numbering  system,  making  it  an  important  part  of  a 
research  library  as  well  as  a volume  for  those  seeking 
information  helpful  for  bidding  purposes. 

While  it  tends  to  be  somewhat  technical  in  nature, 
the  introductory  pages  for  each  denomination  can  be 
read  for  an  extended  education  above  and  beyond 
reading  the  "Redbook."  It  is  miles  ahead  of  the  volume 
listed  previously  for  research  information  on  individual 
varieties  of  coins.  It  should  be  the  second  volume 
obtained  if  one  is  expanding  their  library  to  two 
volumes.  In  cases  where  a one-volume  library  is  to  be 
used  to  find  information  on  individual  coin  varieties 
(such  as  for  bidding  purposes)  this  volume  should  be 
considered  over  the  Redbook.  This  book  has  not  had 
an  additional  printing  or  edition  to  date,  so  one  must 
purchase  a new  or  used  copy  of  the  original,  which 
should  not  be  difficult.  Although  the  cover  price  is  $75, 
the  book  can  be  purchased  for  around  $60,  and  is,  in 
my  opinion,  worth  three  times  that  much. 

Scott's  Comprehensive  Catalog  and  Encyclopedia  of 
U.S.  Coins. 

Written  by  Don  Taxay,  the  first  edition  of  this  valuable 
work  was  released  in  1971  with  an  updated  edition 


issued  in  1976  edited  by  Joseph  Rose  and  Howard 
Hazelcom.  This  work  contains  a variety  of  information 
on  gold,  patterns,  and  mint  errors  as  well  as  federal 
and  state  issues.  A valuable  inclusion  is  rarity  ratings 
for  many  rare  pieces.  It  can  be  valuable  to  any 
numismatic  library.  Available  from  numismatic 
booksellers,  it  will  cost  around  $25  for  a nice  copy. 

Additional  Information 

While  there  are  many  other  books  on  general 
numismatics,  these  are  the  "best  of  the  bunch"  in  terms 
of  gaining  a general  knowledge  of  variety  investigation. 
For  those  interested  in  obtaining  additional  general 
information,  volumes  such  as  Wayte  Raymond's 
Standard  Catalogue  of  United  States  Coins  are  available 
from  numismatic  booksellers.  Published  in  the  1930's 
and  1940's,  these  volumes  could  be  considered  the 
forefathers  of  the  Redbook,  and  contain  valuable 
historical  information.  Also  a weekly  newspaper  such 
as  Coin  World  or  Numismatic  News,  or  monthly 
magazines  such  as  COlNage  or  COINS  will  help  keep 
you  up  to  date  on  discoveries  and  events  as  they  happen, 
and  before  they  can  be  published  in  a standard 
reference. 

We  hope  this  initial  introduction  into  building  a useful 
library  has  helped  the  reader  see  the  value  of  education 
in  numismatics  and  given  some  direction  on  where  to 
begin.  In  Part  II  of  this  series,  we  will  look  into 
references  on  U.S.  half  cents  as  well  as  large  and  small 
cents,  and  continue  from  there  to  discover  many  more 
interesting  and  informative  volumes.  Until  next  time...

AN  INTRODUCTION  TO  RECKONING  COUNTER  LITERATURE:  PART  I 

Benj  Fauver 

What  the  heck  is  a reckoning  counter?  If  you  ever  have 
tried  to  add  two  amounts,  both  written  in  Roman 
numerals,  you  can  understand  the  real  problem 
accountants  faced  in  the  days  before  Hindu-Arabic 
numerals,  which  fit  neatly  into  columns,  were  used. 

Reckoning  counters,  together  with  their  counting 
boards,  permitted  the  relatively  easy  manipulation  of 
digits  in  a manner  similar  to  that  performed  on  an 
abacus.  A counting  board  was  usually  a cloth  or  board 
with  several  parallel  lines  drawn  on  it.  The  bottom  line 
normally  represented  "ones,"  the  second  line  "tens," 
the  third  "hundreds,"  and  the  fourth  "thousands,"  etc. 

The  space  above  the  bottom  line  represented  "fives,” 
the  second  space  "fifties,"  the  third  space  "five 
hundreds,"  and  so  on.  Such  a simple  counting  board  is

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illustrated  in  Figure  1 . Reckoning  counters  assumed  a 
value  only  when  they  were  placed  on  a specific  line  or 
space  on  a counting  board. 

Let's  run  through  a simple  example  to  illustrate  one 
way  in  which  a counting  board  was  used.  Say  that  we 
have  the  Roman  numeral  DCCXXVI1I.  We  can 
translate  this  Roman  numeral  into  the  Arabic  numeral 
728.  An  say  that  we  wish  to  add  the  Roman  numeral 
CXCIV  to  it.  Today  we  translate  this  latter  Roman 
numeral  into  it's  Arabic  equivalent,  194.  Before  Arabic 
numerals  were  available  or  accepted  in  Europe,  this 
translation  could  not  be  performed.  Instead  we  would 
have  turned  to  the  counting  board.  We  would  have 
cast  our  reckoning  counters  in  a pattern  similar  to  that 
found  on  the  left  side  of  figure  2 to  represent 
DCCXXVIII.  The  right  side  of  Figure  2 shows  how  we 
would  have  represented  CXCIV.  Now  the  fun  begins.

By  manual  manipulation  of  the  counters  in  conjunction 
with  mental  arithmetic,  we  can  add  DCCXXVIII  and 
CXCIV.  Five  of  the  counters  on  the  bottom  "ones"  line 
are  scooped  up  and  replaced  with  one  counter  in  the 
"fives"  space.  Next,  the  two  counters  in  the  "fives"  space 
are  removed  and  replaced  with  one  counter  on  the 
"tens"  line.  Continuing  to  work  our  way  up  the 
counting  board,  we  next  take  away  five  counters  from 
the  "tens"  line  and  replace  them  with  one  counter  in 
the  "fifties"  space.  Then,  the  two  counters  in  the  "fifties" 
space  are  scooped  up  and  replaced  with  one  counter 
on  the  "hundreds"  line.  Figure  3 shows  what  we  would 
be  left  with  following  this  exercise.  The  counters  shown 
in  figure  3 would  be  translated  back  into  the  Roman 
numerals  — in  this  case  CMXXII,  which  we  know  is 
922.  It  is  likely  that  this  system  of  manual  manipulation 
of  counters  in  conjunction  with  simple  mental 
arithmetic  evolved  from  the  practice  of  counting  on

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one's  fingers.  Ten  is  the  limiting  mental  sum  in  both 
systems. 

The  rudiments  of  this  system  were  developed  in  Greek 
and  Roman  times,  given  the  archeological  evidence. 
Pebbles,  or  pieces  of  bone  or  horn  without  design  or 
inscription  were  used  as  counters  in  those  early  days. 
Such  objects  as  well  as  coins  may  have  been  used  during 
the  Dark  Ages  in  those  areas  where  knowledge  of  the 
counting  board  survived.  It  was  not  until  the  12th  or 
13th  century  that  coin-like  metal  planchets  were  first 
hammered  or  cast  with  devices  or  legends  specifically 
to  be  used  as  reckoning  counters.  To  numismatists, 
these  coin-like  counters  have  been  objects  of  extreme 
confusion  ever  since.  That  this  system  of  accounting 
continued  for  some  four  or  five  hundred  years  and 
expanded  during  this  period  from  exclusive  use  by 
subordinates  of  kings,  of  the  nobility,  of  large 
commercial  enterprises,  and  of  the  Popes,  to  widespread 
use  by  the  common  man,  simply  magnified  the 
opportunities  for  such  confusion  as  time  passed  — both 
to  contemporary  consumers  and  coin  collectors,  and 
to  modern  numismatists. 

Undoubtedly,  reckoning  counters  saw  use  an  money. 
In  England,  in  the  early  days  of  reckoning  counter  use, 
for  example,  these  pieces  closely  resembled  official 
coinage.  There  is  strong  evidence  that  some  of  the 
punches  used  to  create  dies  for  English  coinage  also 
were  used  to  create  dies  for  English  reckoning  counters. 
In  order  readily  to  distinguish  reckoning  counters  from 
coins  during  this  era,  the  former  were  often  pierced 
after  they  had  been  hammer  struck.  This  pierce  was 
not  so  large  as  to  impede  the  function  of  the  reckoning 
counter,  but  was  sufficiently  obvious  to  permit  ready 
identification.  In  countries  such  as  France  and  England, 
where  the  early  coinage  was  of  precious  metal,  and 
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where  the  reckoning  counters  were  normally  of  brass, 
copper  or  latten,  (latten  equals  approximately  60% 
copper,  30%  zinc  and  10%  lead)  such  confusion  was 
lessened.  That  is  until  some  enterprising  fellow  figured 
out  how  to  plate  the  counters  so  that  they  looked  like 
coins.  However,  in  countries  such  as  Portugal,  where 
base  metal  coinage  was  introduced  relatively  early,  one 
finds  reckoning  counters  having  been  cataloged  as  coins 
by  authorities  in  the  field.  When  even  the  experts  are 
confused,  pity  the  layman.  Some  collectors  contend 
that  they  can  distinguish  reckoning  counters  from  coins 
by  the  thickness  of  the  planchet  — coins  being  relatively 
"thick,"  and  reckoning  counters  being  relatively  "thin." 
The  use  of  this  rule-of-thumb  simply  adds  to  the 
confusion.  During  certain  periods  in  certain  parts  of 
Europe,  reckoning  counters  were  generally  thicker  than 
contemporary  coins.  When  you  think  about  how 
reckoning  counters  were  intended  to  be  used,  this 
distinction  makes  sense.  Low  relief  made  both  casting 
and  scooping  easier,  and  facilitated  stacking  of 
reckoning  counters  ready  for  use. 

One  of  the  most  distinctive  and  popular  types  of 
reckoning  counters  shows  the  reichmeister  casting  his 
counters  on  a counting  board.  This  type  of  reckoning 
counter  saw  use  largely  during  the  1500's  and  early 
1600's.  Our  language  still  carries  remnants  of  this  now 
long  forgotten  mathematical  method.  You  may  have 
heard  reckoning  counters  called  "jetons"  from  the 


French  word  "to  cast."  We  still  speak  of  "counters"  in 
retail  shops,  this  term  having  come  down  to  us  from 
the  surface  used  in  shops  in  bygone  eras  to  make 
accounts  of  purchases.  The  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  in  England,  an  office  somewhat  similar  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  the  U.S.,  takes  his  name 
from  "Exchequer,"  an  early  term  for  the  counting  board. 

The  introduction  of  Arabic  numerals  into  Europe, 
which  allowed  mental  manipulation  of  columned  digits, 
together  with  the  availability  of  relatively  cheap  paper, 
on  which  columned  digits  could  be  written,  permitted 
the  gradual  replacement  of  the  counting  board.  Since 
WWII,  many  companies  have  begun  using  computers. 
When  computers  and  programs  used  to  update  accounts 
are  first  introduced,  there  normally  is  a transition 
period.  Typically,  this  transition  can  last  from  several 
months  to  over  a year,  often  parallel  systems  being 
maintained  until  both  management  and  employees  gain 
confidence  in  the  new  system.  Such  transition  periods 
occurred  when  Arabic  numeral  accounting  replaced 
the  counting  board.  This  transition  occurred  at 
different  times  in  different  places  in  Europe,  the 
backwaters  being  the  last  to  yield.  However,  there  were 
powerful  vested  interests  and  centuries  of  sheer  habit 
which  combined  to  resist  such  a major  change  in  the 
method  of  accounting.  Consequently,  in  some  parts  of 
Europe,  this  transition  took  over  a hundred  years.
